NEW ORLEANS. I. a.. March 11.— With the 
running of the Louisiana Derby only six days 
off interest in it grows apace and speculation 
is rife as to the young horse that will pull 
down the $10,000 that the Jefferson Park man- 
agement has hung up for the winner. 

Of the twenty-five originally named when 
the entries closed at least a dozen are certain 
to go to the post. They will embrace every 
good three-year-old that has raced here this 
winter. 

The introductory attempt to give a big Derby 
here will eventually bring fruit. In future 
years it is the intention of the Jefferson Park 
management to increase the added money. 
.Next year the sum added may be $15,000. and 
with the increase of the endowment will some 
the desire of owners with a better grade of 
threo-year-clds to compete for the honors of 
the lace. There is a fair prospect that in 
the near future the race will be everything 
that a Derby should he. except in the im- 
portant matter of distance. 

Already there has been much interest man- 
ifested in other cities by lovers of racing. 
Memphis, particularly, will send a good dele- 
gation here to witness its decision, according 
to recent advices received by G. D. Bryan. 
Jr. A reservation has been made fer the 
visitors. Nearby places in Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi and Texas, us well as Louisiana, will 
send a good visiting delegation and have ap- 
plied for box cr clubhouse* reservations. 

IIORSES MOST FAVORED. 

Ante-post betting has already began on 
the race, several of the local layers quoting 
odds on a T>lay or pay basis. The play or 
pay feature dees not cut much figure in the 
general betting scheme, for it is fairly well 
established which will he the probable start- 
ers and their riders. The betting chiefly 
centers about Calcutta. Shamrock. Setting 
Sun. Vennie, Chiva, Edward Gray and Anony- 
mous.

“Come with me when I go to Kentucky in 
the autumn," said Mr. J. E. Widener. 

It was in the stewards' stand during the 
Saratoga meeting. We liad been chatting 
about the breeding of l lie English brood 
mares he had purchased. We assented, but 
little more was *said on the subject until 
one day during tin* October meeting at 
Yonkers when Mr. Widener remarked: 

“You're going with us to Kentucky, of 
course ?” 

“It's an outside chance — odds about 3 to 
2, that I cannot," we replied. 

“There's no racing after this meeting to 
prevent you.” 

"There are other reasons.” 

"You're 'weighed out,' your number's up — 
to late to 'scratch.’ Anyone like you — so 
keen on horses and breeding problems will 
lind a lot to interest you. Come along!” 

| Some weeks later came a telegram: 
j "Please meet Tom Welsh. Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion. New York. Sunday morning. 9:13. lie 
has full directions.” 

Evidently we were expected to "ride to 
orders” and. following th?m, we "met Ion 
Welsh." jburneyed to North Philadelphia, 
where Mr. Widener's car. the “Lynnewuod." 
was attached to our train and we were off 
through beautiful Lancaster. then Altoona, 
Johnstown, then Pittsburgh and. retitsiig for 
the night, awoke the next morning in Cin- 
cinnati. crossed the Ohio River ur.d were 
in Lexington by noon.

breeding. The merits of its 
soil and vegetation have been exploited by 
industrious propaganda until some people 
have been led to speak of it as the only place 
in the world where race horses should be 
bred. The "blue grass” section is composed 
for the greater part by the counties of Fay- 
ette. Woodford and Itourbon —

And verdant Woodford with its flowery 
fields; 

There stallions graze, and laboring oxen 
toil, 

Bold are the men, and generous the soil. 

That a great portion of the sttil is "gen- 
erous" is understood, blit not all of it. There 
are parts of it called "Rrighties,” quite un- 
productive. a sort of putty-like soil of which, 
for prudential reasons, we seldom hear. 
When came the general suspension of rac- 
ing in 1910 and the value of horses fell, the 
farmers looked to tobacco planting *and it 
proved very profitable. Tobacco is a terrible 
strain on soil, but the Kentuckians say the 
land can be reclaimed within a few years. 

In one respect the country around Lex- 
ington resembles Ireland — for its absentee 
landlords. A great number of the farms are 
owned by men who do not reside there. Many 
of them do not see their farms more than 
once or twice year. The population is 
cosmopclitan. but "the old families” are 
mostly of Scottish extraction — the names 
Wallace. Ferguson, McClelland, etc., are so 
j frequent as to- suggest that belief. They are 
i descended, probably, from that great emi- 
gration that followed the battle nf Culloden, 
where the clans met disaster following the 
fortunes of "bonnie Prince Charlie,” and 
sought refuge in America rather than live 
tinder the reign nf the House of Hanover. 
A considerable portion of the population "get 
their living by the copulation of cattle.” as 
Touchstone says in the play— the natural 
consequence of the concentration of live stock 
furnishing employment for men and capital. 

Lexington is a delightful little 
Lexington city and. as we drove through 
it. awakened thoughts of the 
great men whose eloquence once rang 
through its streets — Henry Clay, John J.

With the near-by close of th" racing sea- 
son here, interest in the sport seems to be 
growing. The racing took on added patron- 
age the past week. Betting activities were 
also greatly improved and a mid-season air 
pervaded. 

300 HORSES FOR MOBILE. 

With the close here will come a general 
exodus of turfmen and followers to various 
points. Mobile is engaging considerable at- 
tention. more than was expected and there 
should be a good meeting there. An abund- 
ance of racing material is promised, prob- 
ably 300 horses will ship there from here. 
That is more than ample to conduct an eleven 
days' meeting over a half mile track. Sev- 
eral of the better jockeys here have signified 
their intention of riding at Mobile. 

About twenty-five layers are expected to 
operate. This will be a record number for 
a half mile track. 

In addition to local patronage and the regu- 
lars many from New Orleans will run over to 
Mobile daily to take in a day's racing and re- 
turn at night.

PAN DIEGO. Cal., March 11. — Scoring his 
eighth straight victory. Abadane established 
a new American record at Tijuana Saturday 
when he raced a mile and forty yards in the 
startling time of 1 :39 2-3. thus clipping al- 
i most three seconds from the former mark of 
1:12. which was jointly held by Preen, Main 
Chance. Harry Shaw and Chiclet. 

Meeting Rebuke, from the Commander J. 
K. L. Ross stable at the Mexican course yes- 
terday afternoon before a crowd that packed 
the grandstand and then overflowed, Aba- 
dane, brilliant under the colors of C. 1). Ir- 
win. won bis match by three and a half 
lengths. It was all Abadane from flag fall to 
the wire, for be held' the race at his mercy 
at all limes and demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that he is Rebuke's master. 

Abadane set a seething pace, the fractional 
time being 23 1-5. 16 1-5. 1:11 1-5. 1 :3,7 1-5 and 
1 :39 2-3. In accomplishing his victory he 
smashed two track records for intermedi- 
ate distances. This was the three-quarter, 
which was one-fifth of a second better than 
the recent mark and the mile, which is four- 
fifths of a second better than that estab- 
lished by Sangallo some years ago. 

There were che**rs a plenty for the two 
trim thoroughbreds as they paraded post- 
ward. It will not be forgotten in many a day 
but thunderous as this was it had not the 
deafening roar which went up when jockey 
Pablo Martinez brought Abadane back to 
grace the winner's ring. 

Next in importance to the private sweep- 
stakes was the seventh race, a handicap at 
five and a half furlongs. In this Feylance, 
from the Commander J. K. L. Ross estab- 
lishment. was returned the winner by a 
small margin over Dolores. The race proved 
a great struggle I e tween these two as they 
practically had the race to themselves 
throughout. Feylance cut out the early pace, 
only to be headed by Dolores when an eighth 
out from home. However, the Ross crack 
stuck to his task under severe punishment 
and at the end outgamed his rival by a h’ad. 
The time for this distance was 1:03, which 
equals the track record. 

Another track record was broken during the 
afternoon when Krewer, which formerly 
raced in the colors of the Rancocas Stable, 
galloped off with first honors in t lie fifth 
race of one mile and seventy yards, running 
the distance in 1:12 2-3, which surpassed

NEW YORK. N. Y„ March 11.— The first 
future book prices on the Kentucky Derby, 
j to be run at Churchill Downs May 19, were 
issued by a New York turfman Sunday. En- 
chantment is quoted in this list at the un- 
naturally short price of S to 1, while Zev is 
| second choice at 12 to 1. Sally's Alley, dou- 
I ble Futurity winner, and Donges share third 
| position in the list at 15 to 1. 

It is not likely there will be any great 
rush to support the erratic Whitney geld- 
j ing for the Derby at such a short price. His 
I post manners are such that, disregarding the 
J usual future book risk of supporting a horse 
that may never reach the post, he would 
hardly seem to justify such confidence as 
would be required for backing him at such 
J short future odds. 

With the Preakness and the Derby to be 
1 run on different days this year, the fields in 
' both races are likely to be exceptionally 
: large and a slow beginner like Enchantment 
is at a great disadvantage when the inevi- 
table crowding in such bulky bands of start- 
ers is considered. The general attitude of 
the turfmen in regard to this year's Derby 
. has been that no candidate stands out to 
j justify support in the future books at a 
! shorter price than 15 to 1. 

Prices are expected to be issued during 
the coming week by the big Chicago future 
book which dominates the advance specula- 
tion on the Derby in the middle West.

HAVANA, Cuba. March 11. — The program 
provided by secretary Nathanson today was 
1 one of the most attractive of the meeting, 
i The better class of horses racing here were 
i brought together and good contests resulted. 
The last four races were over a long-distance 
of ground, racing conditions being ideal and 
: an immense gathering turning out to witness 
| the sport. 

Tony Sue. the four-year-old filly by Tony 
i Bonero that It. Albright recently acquired 
through the claiming route from J. I,. Coll, 
showed a good performance when she beat 
I the fastest sprinters racing here in the Am- 
bassador Handicap, a dasit of five and a 
half furlongs. Tony Sue was ridden by the 
diminutive Milner and followed the fast 
pace that Bell of Elizabethtown made to the 
stretch, where Tony Sue moved up with a 
rush to the inside rail and drew away at 
j the end to win by two lengths and a half 
j from the favoritfe. Dr. Hickman. The pace 
was fast from the start and the winner ran 
! the distance in 1 :05 Vo. which equals the track 
record for the distance. Belle of Elizabeth- 
town bore out at the stretch turn, where she 
| lost ground, and Groos had to stop riding 
! to straighten her out. 

Crestwood Boy was favorite in the initial 
dash and flattered his admirers by drawing 
into a commanding lead on the far turn, but 
just when victory seemed assured Toe the 
Mark caught and passed him in the final 
eighth to win going away. Burns rode a 
good race on the winner, keeping him in a 
| contending position to the stretch and then 
when the favorite tired sent his mount to 
the front and victory. Burns rode out the 
winner an extra quarter, the Rice representa- 
tive going a mile in 1:41. 

DAMAN’S GOOD PERFORMANCE. 

Haman showed a splendid performance in 
the fourth race when he came from last place 
J but one at the top of the stretch and beat 
Tamper by a length. The latter made all the 
pace and ran the first three-quarters in 1 :12’*i 
and had a comfortable lead to the quarter 
post, hut in the stretch Haman wore him 
| down and won going away at the end. The 
mile was run in 1 :38%. 

i Col. Murphy proved an easy winner of the 
second race. Groos rated him off the pace 
j to the stretch turn, where he slipped through 
on the inside during the final eighth and 
drew away. Nan and First Pullet were out- 
run in the early stages, but finished with 
a rush. The former beat Whispering a half 
length for second place. Mary Mallon was 
jumped on and cut down and Taylor pulled 
her up. 

Czardom had to he ridden out through the 
homestretch to heat Bounce by three parts 
j of a length in the fifth race. Chincoteague 
! sprinted into a long lead in the early stages, 
but after going a half mile began to tire, 
j Czardom took the lead rounding the far turn 
and after stalling off a strong challenge from 
Carrure had enough left to outlast Bounce. 
Grandson was a heavily backed favorite, but 
; never was a factor, being badly outrun in 
the early stages and distant follower until 
the last eighth, when he finished fast. 

EASY FOR TAN II. 

Taylor waited with Tan II. until making 
; the turn into the homestretch in the sixth 
race before making his move and, when re- 
leased from restraint. Tan II. quickly as- 
sumed command and at the end won by a 
I length and a half from Haran, which was 
driving hard to beat Ray Atkin by a head 
for second place. 

Jockey Milner was set down for five days 
for rough riding. 

The Oriental Park clubhouse was again the 
Mecca for a brilliant gathering of Havana 
society folks and prominent American visi- 
tors. The handsome structure was the scene 
of numerous luncheons and dinner parties, 
while one of the largest crowds of the meeting 
watched the races from the spacious veran- 
das.

The 
first crop of yearlings were sold in 1874 and 
the stud became famous. I.ater Mr. Daniel 
Swigert purchased the farm and stock and ! 
renamed the farm “Elmendorf.” after a 
branch of his family. It was here Glendg 
held court. It was here Virgil lived and died 
and his remains are buried. Here the re- 
nowned Hindoo was born. Salvator first saw 
the light in these paadocks, as did Hamburg, 
Monitor. Ferida. Firenzi. Vagrant. Vigil, etc. 
The great English horse Prince Charlie, by | 
Blair Athol the "Prince of the T. Y. C. f of 
whom was written— 

“Hurrah for bonnie Charlie, 

The bravest son of Blair; 

Where'er he goes, his wavering foes 
, Melt smoke-like, into air — ” 
came across the ocean to Elmendorf in 
1884. where he sired Salvator and Senorita, 
ended his days and is buried. Mr. J. B. Hag- 
gin of California, who had found the long 
trips across the continent tiresome and taken 
up liis residence in New York, purchased 
Elmendorf. added to it and built upon it. He 
brought the cream of the Rancho del Paso 
Stud from California and installed it here 
and. since his death, Mr. Widener has ac- 
quired the property, of which Mr. George 
Terry is manager.

residence, three brood 
mares, a gray, a brown and a bay, were 
browsing. They were the trio of importa- 
tions recently arrived, hence in quarantine. 
Iteine des Peches is a seven -year-old mare 
Mr. Widener purchased at the Newmarket 
December sales of 1921, when she brought 
6,000 guineas. She is by Roi Herode (sire 
of The Tetrareh), from Perfect Peach, by 
Persimmon. Perfect Peach is- the dam of 
St**fan the Great, the Middle Park Plate 
winner. Sh is a mare of line size and bone, 
both fore and hind quarters iron gray. But 
her middle piece a light gray. In a few 
years she probably will be pure white. 
In 1921 she foaled a colt by Pommern and 
was bred last year to Gay Crusader. He- 
mans is a beautiful brown, eight years old, 
by Sunstar. from l.esbia (Middle Park Plate 
winner.

"Here's 
richness." particularly as it traces to Foot- 
light, hy Crtmorne and the Paraffin — Rouge 
Rose family, which produced Achievement. 
Lord I. yon. Betul Or, Ladas, etc. Damaris 
was purchased at the July sales, 1921, for 
4.800 guineas. Her daughter. Marissa. is a 
winner and she has a Swynford colt in Mr. 
Widener’s stable in France. Hark Sapphire 
is a dark bay. nine years old. by Dark Ron- 
ald, from Samphire (dam of Wrack), by Isin- 
glass. granddam Chelandry, by Goldfinch, 
great granddam Illuminata, by Rosierucian.
